1. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 10/21/02 was filed after 
the mailing date of the Final Office Action on 9/1 1/02. The submission is in compliance 
with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97.

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 1/13/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant argues that the limitations recited in the last paragraph of claims 1 and 
3 were not given patentable weight in the previous office action. However It is pointed 
out that these limitations were addressed at page 5 of the Final Office Action mailed on 
9/1 1/02 (Paper No 12). One skilled in the art would have readily appreciated that the 
product derived from the method of Akagawa et al, as modified in the rejection, would 
be capable of being soldered to a printed circuit board and of being mechanically 
decoupled from the printed circuit board. Only the expected results would be achieved 
in performing the method of Akagawa et al, as modified in the rejection.
